The resolution was passed by 
the senate. 65 to 20, on August 
I, 1017, and by the house 282 
to 128 on Doc. 17. 1917. Missis­ 
sippi was the first state to ratify 
the amendment its legislature act­ 
ing on January 8, 1918.

A u t h o r i t y Of A L L I E D PEACE 
WarLaborBoard CONFERENCE WILL

WASHINGTON, Jan. IG.— The 
authority cf the national w a r la­ 
bor board to enforce its decrees 
now that hostilities have ceased 
was challenged today by counsel 
for the Bethlehem Steel company 
who had been asked to appear to 
answer complaints 
that awards 
made by the board during the war 
had not been carried out. 
Joint Chairman 
Taft of 
the 
board questioned the good faith 
of the company and said its pres­ 
ent attitude 
“colors the 
whole 
situation with a sense of injustice 
which makes one year for judicial 
power to compel compliance. He 
added that the board did not have 
this power but would meet Sat­ 
urday with employes’ representa­ 
tives to determine, what there is 
possible to be done in this situa­ 
tion.” 
Representatives of mahinlsts and 
eletricians employed by the Beth­ 
lehem company 
complained that 
awards of back pay were not car­ 
ried out and that men who com­ 
plained thru the plant committees 
established 
by the board were 
discharged. 
“Our position is that the award 
does not apply today,” said Guy 
Currier of Boston, atorney for the 
company “tho during the war we 
were prepared to accept anything 
the 
board 
recommended. 
We 
don't feel now that this board can 
go on adjusting grievances be­ 
tween 
employes 
and 
manage­ 
ments of the steel plants.” 
Taft Mak es Explanation. 
Chairman Taft 
read a letter 
which the board received last Sep­ 
tember, from E. G. Grade, presi­ 
dent of the Bethlehem company, 
who expressed willingness to en­ 
force the award and allow the, 
men to organize committees, 
die 
said, however, that the payment 
of the back wages u n d e r the in­ 
creases would be contingent upon 
the readiness of the war and navy 
departments to increase the pay­ 
ments 
to the 
company for

production of munitions. 
“Now doesn’t 
the 
Bethlehem 
company intend to show any good 
faith with the board.” Mr. Taft 
demanded. “ You entered into the 
agreement to enforce the award 
in this letter. 
I don't consider

Loans generally are to 
be made af six per cent and 
will 
be repaid to the government. 
Reason for Appripriation 
Mr. Hines said that 
the 
rail­ 
road administration’s function of 
financing 
necessary 
improve­ 
ments as differentiated from (he 
function of tho current operalioti 
of railroads is the reason which 
which will require an early re­ 
quest 
for a large appropriation. 
Ile explained that capital ex­ 
penditures of railroads in .1918 
and 1919 for extensions of lines, 
new buildings, bridges, cars, loco­ 
motives aud similar purposes are 
calculated at about $1,627,000,- 
000, including $350,000,000 esti­ 
mated as necessary in 1919, and 
$1,2 77,000,000 
authorized 
for 
1918. 
Of the authorized capital 
expenditures budgets 
lust 
year 
univ $588,000,000 
was 
actually| 
used and $689,000,00 
remained 
to be spent in 1919. 
This means
